| HOW 10 BE HAPPY 
THOUGH. MARRIED

For à time the trend of social work- 
ers and educators was in favor of insti- 
tutional training for children where 
homes were deemed unfit." But the 
pendulum is swinging back to the 
home, however miserable the condi- 
tions. 

That children—even bad or feeble 
minded children—are better off in pri- 
vate homes than in institutions was 
the consensus of the speakers at the 
humane conference held in New York 
recently. 

“Remove the evil from the home 
rather than the child,” suggested J. J. 
Kelso of the department of neglected 
and dependent children of Ontario, 
Canada. “The best kind of social re- 
Hef is that which interferes least with 


“The finest institution is the empty 
one,” he continued. The largest re- 
form school in Ontario has 186 boys, 
and we consider that 100 too many. 
The ideal reform school is that with 
a small number of boys who can do all 
the outdoor work of the farm. Boys 
in a big institution cori upt one an- 
other; like apples in a barrel. Almost 
all the prisoners in jails have first 
been in reformatories. 


— 


“Tt is a wrong to the child to take 
him from his dome, no matter how 
miserable it may be, if there is any 
chance of improving the condition 
there, and it is a double wrong to take 
him away, because children are sent 
into the world to reform their parents. 

“Often I have seen a father and 
mother givé up drink, clean up the 
house, and buy a piano just because 
Jennie was growing up and needed a 
nice place to entertain her beaux. We 
ought to be careful when we take chil- 
dren away from parents who need re- 
form.” 

Dr. Hastings H. Hart of the Russell 
Sage foundation said children would 
have to be placed more and more in 
foster homes because legislatures were 
growing more and more unwilling to 

ppropriate vast sums for the upkeep 

f institutions. Delinquents should be 
placed in foster homes, he said, if their 
own homes could not de reform ed. 
Feeble minded. and cxippled. ch 
he pointed out, were found to get ns 
better in small family” groups, than in 
institutions. 

A visiting nurse was telting me re 
cently of a family with’ both parents 
hopelessly delinquent. There was the 
usual large progeny and the question 
of their removal came up before a 
woman judge. The eldest child—a 14 
year old girl—went to the judge and 

begged for a trial at.what she could 
do to alter conditions in the home. 
She was given six months in which to 
work out her experiment. This child 
had the help and codperation of a Big 
Sister in her plans. From her the 
child had absorbed ideas of cleanliness 
and a considerable, knowledge of cook- 
ing for one so young.
